Lis war had not come 
when it did, we should 
have stood in grave danger of 
going the way of our former 
Allies across the Channel, 

We were disunited, too. Our 
leaders may not have been cor- 
rupt, but they lacked vision and 
they lacked courage. And a great 
many of our people, like the 
French, had lost faith in politics. 
religion and themselves. 

Many had come to think war 
more terrible than demoralisation 
of spirit. Our old standards of 
morality and commercial honesty 
had manifestly declined.  Privi- 
lege, vested interest and monopoly 
power were growing ever stronger. 

As a people we suffered our Gov- 
ernments to pay a shabby dole to 
millions of our fellow-countrymen 
instead of finding work for them 
to do. Like the French, we had 
become “furious in luxury, merci- 
less in toil.” And, like them also 
in this, we shirked the responsi- 
bility of parenthood because we 
shirked the responsibilities of 
citizenship. 

Then came the call to arms and, 
as @ people, we have responded 
to it with high hearts. We have 
achieved a unity of purpose that 
has compelled the admiration of 
the world and is the increasing 
dismay of our enemies. 

But the French came near to 
the same kind of unity during the 
grim years of 1914-1918. They 
stayed the course of war, but they 
failed to stay the course of peace. 

Make up your minds to it: Vic- 
tory on the field will not be 
enough. If we mean to survive as 
a great nation and a free one, we 
shall have to continue our struggle 
against the powers of darkness far 
into the peace, presenting a united 
front against them and marching 
shoulder to shoulder with other 
peoples of like mind and like 


intent.

OMEWHERE between 15 and 

45 degrees latitude to the 
north and south of the Tropic of 
Cancer there are regular sets and 
eddies, currents. prevailing winds 
and calms, shown on all nautical 
charts by a series of little 
feathers, with numbers, and by 
arrows, whose pointed heads in- 
dicate the course of the drift- 
currents and the annual set of 
the stream. 

The Atlantic, between America 
and Lisbon, is a gulf, and no mean 
gulf at that! Its average depth 
is something like 12,000 ft., and 
it possesses about a score of 


se 


“ deeps,” which are regions lying 
below the 18,000 mark; the drift- 
currents in these areas are, of 
course, part of the Gulf Stream, 
the easterly set caused by the 
westerlies, known so well to sailor- 
folk. 

The South-East Trades cause 
a drift that is deflected by the 
bulge of the African coast north 
of the Congo, and South 
America’s coastline produces an- 
other drift-current, with a volume 
of pleasantly warmed water. 

At what is known technically 
as the Mean Southern Limit of 
the North Trades, the wind-arrows 
on a chart take a sudden turn 
downwards, towards the Mean 
Northern Limit of the South- 
East Trades, and, with some 
assistance from the prevailing 
winds, can drift wreckage at a 
rate of five to eight miles an 
hour. 

To the northward the wind 
alternates between Fresh and 
Gentle, blowing over the surface 
water at 9 to 19 miles an hour, and 
is thus able to drift flotsam, with 
the help of eddies and currents, 
southward towards the Caribbean

| Sow and plant more 


' 

| The ground now being cleared 

of broad beans, peas and shallots 

| should be carefully prepared as soon 
as possible for planting and sowing 

| further supplies of vegetables for 
winter. 


Dig the ground over one spade 
deep, breaking it as you go. A 
light dressing of lime—j Ib. per 
square yard — may be given if the soil 
is heavy or inclined to be sour. On 
poor light soil a general fertiliser 
such as National Growmore Fertili- 
ser should be scattered over the 
ground at the rate of 2 ounces to the 
square yard. Rake this in well. Tread 
the ground firmly and evenly and rake 
over once again and leave for a 

| day or two in order to let it settle. 


| Generally speaking, winter greens 
and carrots are poor this year. Make 
| a special point of filling up the gaps. 
| Plant out more Leeks following 

the peas. Plant 6-8 ins. apart in 

rows I ft. apart in holes made 6-8 ins. 
| deep with a blunt ended dibber. 
| Water the plants into the holes. 


| Sow more turnips for early 


| winter crops 


winter supplies, varieties such as 
Orange Jelly and Green Top Stone 
are good. Sow thinly in shallow 
drills 1 ft. apart. Dust calomel (4 
per cent.) along the rows when they 
are through to keep away cabbage 
root fly. 


Sow more spinach beet in rows 
1 ft. apart scattered thinly along 


1-in. y drills to give sup- 
plies in late autumn and early 
spring. 


On light soils, a late sowing of 
carrots will give young tender roots 
for autumn and winter supply. Don’t 
sow on the same piece of ground 
where early carrots were sown. 


See that you Have seed ready for 
sowing spring cabbage in the seed 
at the end of the month. 
Prickly spinach seed should be 
bought for sowing at the end of the 
month or in early August. 


Keep uP fortnightly sowings of 
sumrser lettuce. Thin beet, 
swedes, carrots, turnips and 
lettuce as required, and keep the 
hoe going between all crops.
